On  the  mornings  of  home  football  games,  a  loud  racket  rolls 

through  the  quiet  byways  of  W-L.  This  sound  is  not  an 

avalanche  or  an  invading  army,  it  is  the  W-L  marching  band 

charging  through  the  halls.  This  organized  mayhem  gets  people 

excited,  stirs  up  spirit  and  makes  the  morning  of  a  home  game 

an  event  instead  of  just  another  school  day.  There  is  a  lot  that 

goes  on  behind  the  scenes  to  get  the  band  ready  for  this  yearly 

tradition.

Despite  all  these  problems  and  many, 

many  others  that  I  have  not  described  here,  marching  in  the 

halls  is  a  very  valuable  and  fun  activity.
